There is no question but that 
should John K. Sweeney, 41 years 
of age, of Trona, California, ever 
want to go into the wrecking 
business, he should be an imme­ 
diate and complete success.

Both

to the police station, given medi­ 
cal examination by Dr. Russell 
Gray and pronounced intoxicat­ 
ed, police said. 
Brought before City Judge Guy 
Pinney Elder was fined $25 of 
which $10 was suspended for six­ 
ty days. Sweeney was charged 
with driving while drunk and 
later released on $200 bail. He 
is due to appear before Justice 
of the Peace Moore at Riverside 
tomorrow morning at 10 o’clock.

U nited States Bureau of Health 
uses the laboratory and staff for 
investigation of contagious dis­ 
eases in domestic animals. 
Many am using incidents in the 
life of anim als a t the zoo w ere 
related by Mrs. Benchley and she 
also gave a clear presentation of 
its value in character building 
for children and general value to 
the com m unity in w hich it is es­ 
tablished, from the standpoint of 
publicity.

John Lange, submitted to the 
council at its Wednesday night 
meeting, show that eighty-eight 
business licenses were issued 
from the clerk’s office during the 
month of October.

The building inspector had a 
very full month, the report shows, 
his activities including approxi­ 
mately 300 inspections covering 
aome 40 electrical, 20 sign and 
200 building jobs. 
Judge Pinney Busy 
New cases filed during the 
month in the office of the city 
judge included three civil, two 
small claims, nine criminal and 
seventeen traffic. Fees and fines 
collected amounted to $350. 
Five fire calls were made dur­ 
ing October. Seventy-two per­ 
mits were issued to burn debris. 
The new resuscitator. w h i c h 
was purchased by the fire com­ 
pany at no cost to the city, was 
received and is a valuable ad­ 
dition to the fire equipment, the 
report states. 
The police department handled 
a total of sixty-seven cases dur­ 
ing the month and investigated 
one hundred and fifty complaints.

the city of Palm Springs. 


Changes Sought 


Changes asked in the bill are 
as follows: 
(A) That there be no unrestrict­ 
ed leasing of Indians lands 
as 
presently provided. (The change 
would obviate possibility of there 
being recurring trouble concern­ 
ing land use and similar ques­ 
tions). 
(B) That the period of three 
years provided for in the bill dur­ 
ing which certain lands are to be 
set aside as a national monument 
is entirely too short. (It is be­ 
lieved that perhaps fifteen 
or 
even twenty years may be nec­ 
essary to accomplish this great 
objective 
in 
most 
satisfactory 
manner). 
(C) That the southwest corner 
of Township Section Two should 
be included among the lands for 
the 
proposed 
monument 
inas­ 
much as it is part of the entrance 
to Andreas Canyon. 


Passes Unanim ously 


The resolution was passed un­ 
animously with but brief discus­ 
sion. 
The health center proposition 
came up when City Manager 
Lange read a letter from the sec­ 
retary of the planning commis­ 
sion relating to the recent zon­ 
ing board hearing and its action 
approving three locations, 
the 
Lawlor property on Belardo Road 
and the Gray and Gautiello prop­ 
erties on Indian avenue, as suit­ 
able sites for the proposed pub­ 
lic health center and giving the 
city permission to go ahead. 
Councilman Cliffton said that 
so far as he could see no action 
was required and he believed the 
council had no jurisdiction inso­ 
far as that particular report was 
concerned.

Favorable in its im­ 
plications would be a progress­ 
ively waning decline over a per­ 
iod of days, say into early next 
week, that would hold recent low 
points in one or both “averages”. 
Unfavorable, of course, would 
now be the development of press­ 
ure in both departments of the 
market following the late 3-day 
run-up. 
This, 
however, 
is not 
believed likely. Likewise, unfav­ 
orable to any worthwhile exten­ 
sion of the recovery would be a 
rally over the week-end (on the 
heels of a Thursday-Friday cor­ 
rection) that early 
next week 
would fail to better Wednesday’s 
highs. 


The fact that the rails did not 
carry through on the upside fol­ 
lowing what appeared to be a rel­ 
atively favorable proposal may 
mean one of two things.

Appeals Case 
Subsequently he was fined and 
then appealed his case to Supe­ 
rior court. He was represented 
by W alter P. Rouse, former city 
attorney of Indio. 
The case for Palm Springs was 
handled then and throughout by 
City Attorney Roy Colegate. 
Because 
the 
record 
was so 
lengthy it took a long time to 
settle it at Riverside. The case 
finally 
came 
before 
Superior 
Judge O. K. Morton last April. 
There it was argued most exten­ 
sively, briefs were filed and the 
case went on and on. 


Validity Attacked 


In the appeal Attorney Rouse 
attacked the validity of the or­ 
dinance on a number of grounds, 
he attacked the local ruling by 
Judge 
Hoffman 
and 
various 
phases of the records. City A t­ 
torney Colegate vigorously and 
effectively 
upheld 
the 
city’s 
cause. 
And finally last Saturday, after 
the case has been before local 
and Riverside courts for a full 
year and a half, Judge Morton 
upheld the city’s contentions in 
every point and affirmed 
the 
judgment of the city court. 
His 
ruling thus means that Ordinance 
No. 75, which governs the use of 
land in the entire town, has been 
legally tested and found strong 
and valid.
